Fear of Napoleonism in France By George Sokolsky 


Tlic social and political rev o­ 
lution in Europe and in the W est­ 
ern 
world, 
since 
the 
French 
R ev olution, has been to find a 
method of gov ernm ent in which 
the whole nation would ex ercise 
the right of choice and at 
the 
sam e tim e av oid anarchy . 
The French Rev olution 
failed 
because of N apoleonism . France 
has nev er been 
able 
to 
ov er­ 
com e its fear of another N apole­ 
on. Again and 
again, 
m ilitary 
le a d e rs arose to lead France to 
glory but the tren ch p e o p l e 
hav e 
resisted 
the 
tem ptation. 
France s curious form of gov ern­ 
ment, 
proportional 
representa­ 
tion with m ultiple parties, 
is a 
product of the fear of Napoleon­ 
ic rn—a fear winch has been ag­ 
grav ated by the em ergence 
of 
dictators 
*ubcequenl 
to 
World 
War I—M ussolini, Hitler, Stalin, 
Franco, to mention only the im ­ 
portant ones. 
It is for this reason 
that 
de 
Gaulle has been 
feared. 
Ordi­ 
narily 
cie 
Gaulle 
would 
hav e 
been 
r e g a r d e d 
as 
one 
of 
France s great heroes. His m ain­ 
tenance of 
a 
French 
Gov em - 
m ent-in-Ex ile during World War 
II: hi* rebuilding of the French 
arm y while the war wan in proc­ 
ess; his rejection 
of

blan­ 
dishm ents of Vichy ; 
his 
insis­ 
tence that conquered F r a n c e 
must be regarded as a prim ary 
power 
and 
giv en 
equality 
of 
treatm ent with the United Staten 
Great Britain and Sov iet Russia 
—these were heroic acts. 
But he was not inv ited to Yal­ 
ta 
because 
he

R oosev elt. Churchill and 
Stalin.

with. 
Churchill 
said

De Gaulle's 
unfriendliness to 
President Roosev elt arose 
from 
the unwillingness 
of 
Roosev elt. 
Churchill and Stalin to hav e de 
Gaulle at Yalta. Roosev elt had 
declined de G aulle's inv itation to 
v isit him in Paris 
and 
instead 
proposed that de Gaulle 
v i s i t 
Roosev elt in Algiers, which 
de 
Gaulle declined. Dc Gaulle 
was 
also not inv ited to the Potsdam 
C onference 
This 
conv ersation 
took place between 
Stalin 
and 
Roosev elt at Y alta arui is report­ 
ed by Charles Bolden in the of­ 
ficial archiv es: 


"M arshal 
Stalin 
replied 
that 
he hacj not found de Gaulle 
a 
v ery com plicated person, but he 
felt he was 
unrealistic

sense that France had not done

Liv ing costs a iv figured out by 
the staff of Ewan Clague, the La­ 
bor D epartm ent’s com m issioner of 
labor statistics, who ha* team s of 
people checking prices around the 
country ev ery 
month in 46 cities 
ami to WTM. 
In a recent statem ent he esti­ 
m ated as many as 2.000 different 
products or serv ices are bought 
by the av erage Am erican fam ily . 
From 
tho se 2 ,(MX) his field staff 
checks the prices of the 300 most 
important item s. 
The 
findings 
are 
reported 
to 
W ashington. 
H ague's 
staff 
here 
breaks them down arui analy zes 
them . Tile result us what is known 
as the consum er price index which 
is the record of liv ing costs. 
The 300 item s or sam ples 
in 
elude ov er 8 0 foods, apparel of all 
kinds, 
rents, 
hom e 
ownership 
costs, public transportation, auto 
m obiles and their operating costs, 
reading and recreation, 
personal 
care and so on. 
The index can be div ided into 
three m ajor groups: (I) foods. (2) 
com in ch ties and other than foods 
and (3) serv ices of all kinds. What 
goes into them and what happens 
to them can be taken one at a 
tim e: 
Foods—This group ranges from 
fresh v egetables to m eats. T here 
is a lot of fluctuation in 
prices 
in the food div ision for many 
rea­ 
sons. One im portant one now is 
bad weather which ham pered the 
growing af certain item s 
created 
shortages and thus forced up the 
prices. Clague, ex plaining Uh' con­ 
tinue,! 
price ruse in fresh 
fruits 
and 
v egetables, 
*aid 
people 
are 
eating more of them and continue 
to buy ev en when the prices rise. 
Serv ices—T hese include item s of 
personal care, like haircuts, per­ 
m anents, 
street carfares, 
recrea­ 
tion item s such as m ov ies, doc­ 
tors’ fees and hospital costs. 
Clague pointed out the prices of 


these 
are 
heav ily 
influenced 
by 
law and by custom . For ex am ple: 
streetcar 
fares 
can 
lie 
changed 


only when approv ed by a public 
serv ice com m ission. 
“ The price of a haircut ar a v is­ 
it to a d octors 
office," Clague 
noted, "is gov erned to som e ex ­ 
tent by custom . They change slow ­ 
ly 
but, 
when 
once 
raised, 
they 
usually stay there. 


"For 
the 
past 
20 
y ears 
the 
prices of Cho serv ices represented 
in the index hav e clim bed slowly 
but steadily . They will continue to 
do so for som e tim e to com e.” 
Com m odities other than foods— 
in this group are both soft and
